Camping at Kanawana 


Our in the warmth of the sunshine, the clear air 

of the age-old Laurentians, the smell of the 
woods and with nature for a companion, a boy 
will discover the above quotation to be true. Living 
in the forest, canoeing, swimming, and hiking 
bring brightness to the eye, color to the cheek and 
stuff to stiffen the backbone. To face the life and 
adventure of! the open, to learn the joy of doing 
things, sharing in the work and play of his fellow 
campers, is surely part of the natural heritage of 
any Canadian boy. 

Particularly when a boy lives in the city with all 
its dust, bustle, and noise, its artificial life and 
luxuries, will he appreciate a camp where he can 
delight in beautiful surroundings of wild simpli- 
city, where he can eat generous quantities of plain 
wholesome food that will help build a sturdy body. 

That is Kanawana, the mecca for many boys of 
Montreal and district during the months of July 
and August. The great number of boys who come 
year after year is the test of its popularity and an 
appreciation of its value to boy-life. Besides learn- 
ing to adjust himself socially a boy is encouraged 
to develop his own particular personality and 
pecular talents. In spite of the multiplicity of or- 
ganized activities of the camp program there is 
ample time given ‘for a boy to follow his own par- 
ticular interest or hobby. 

At Kanawana there is directed play, regularity 
in eating and sleeping, wholesome food, friendly, 
capable leadership, services of worship, and life 
problem discussions. At Kanawana we seek to have 
boys develop their personalities and acquire out- 
door skills. 


Location 


K ANAWANA is located in the heart of the Lau- 
rentians, five miles from St. Sauveur des Monts, 


Station every Monday morning and are conveyed 
from St. Sauveur to the camp. Those who wish to 
go by auto may get directions at any Y.M.C.A. 


Equipment 


THE equipment is most complete, including two 

spacious pavilions—one for dining and one for 
recreation in wet weather, the latter having a large 
open fire-place. Senior Section has a Log Cabin 
as a social centre. Our splendid new Library and 
Museum, with open fire-place, books to read and 
a place to write, is a great asset. There is also a 
large flotilla of 42 boats and canoes, four diving 
spring boards—two high and two low—a long 
“Shoot the chutes’ into the lake, an open air 
Chapel for Sunday services, a large Council Ring 
where Wood-craft meetings are held, an ice house 
connected with the kitchen, a bakery, and a well 
equipped hospital and doctor’s quarters where any 
sick are well taken care of. A first class Photo- 
graphic dark room is available for instructional 
purposes. The Camp has two Athletic Fields, with 
ample space for games of all kinds. All tents are 
weather proof, provided with high and dry wooden 
floors. The water supply is obtained from two 
mountain wells. 


Food 


GoD wholesome meals with fresh milk, vege- 
tables, butter, eggs, and meat brought in regu- 
larly are prepared by a staff of expert cooks and 
served liberally. 


Swimming and Boating 


Organization 


‘T HE Camp is divided into three sectoins: Senior 

15 to 18, Junior 12 to 14 and Juvenile 10 to 12, 
each with its own location and Director. All sec- 
tions unite at meal times and for many major 
activities. At other times, the programme is ar- 
ranged according to the ability and interests of the 
boys in the different sections. 


Each tent has a qualified older boy or young 
man in charge, who is responsible for the six or 
eight boys under his care. 


Camp duties are shared equally by the campers, 
providing a splendid training in citizenship. The 
aim is to make the Camp an ideal communty. 


Programme 


A CTIVITIES are many and varied at Kanawana. 
Each is planned with a view to its character 
building value in the lives of the campers. 


ATHLETICS of all kinds, including baseball, 
basket ball, volley ball, indoor hockey, track meets, 
cross country races, and other activities of an 
athletic nature help to keep the campers on their 
toes, ever ready for a new adventure. 


SWIMMING is conducted at two scheduled per- 
iods daily, and under strict supervision. Special 
classes are provided for beginners and the effort 
is made to teach all boys to swim. Weekly meets 
create incentive for each camper to become a bet- 
ter swimmer. 


BOATING AND CANOEING are very popular 
pastimes. (Canoes are used only by campers who 
have passed the special canoe tests.) Weekly regat- 
tas are held to provide friendly competition. 


INTEREST GROUPS are organized weekly un- 
der the direction of the Camp staff, and instruction 
is given in such subjects as:—

These are not looked on as prizes 
but are used in an effort to encourage on the part 
of the boys the satisfaction which comes from a 
sense of achievement of a project completed. 


CAMP FIRE PROGRAMMES with rollicking 
songs, stories and surprises, fill the evening hours 
with happy variety. 


EVENING ENTERTAINMENTS such as the 
weekly Saturday night shows, Boxing Exhibitions, 
Mock Trials, ete., add to the fun. 


TWILIGHT LEAGUES provide friendly team 
-competition each evening after supper in baseball 
and volley ball, and every boy is expected to be 
on a team. 


RAINY DAYS mean a complete change of acti- 
vities; indoor games, song fests, and readings 
around the roaring fire in snug quarters. 


HIKES have always been popular at Kanawana. 
Short and longer hikes will be arranged to many 
bs the beautiful Laurentian lakes within reach of 

amp. 


CANOE TRIPS, for boys whose parents give 
their consent, have been arranged. Parties leave 
Round Lake near Weir, from whence they paddle 
up to St. Jovite, by way of the Rouge and Devil’s 
rivers, or make the shorter trip to Huberdeau. Spe- 
cial light weight canoes and hikers outfits are avail- 
able. Extra charge per boy $2.50 (to cover rail 
ticket to Weir, express on canoes, etc.) 


THE “GAS BAG” is the official camp paper. It 
is edited by the boys themselves, and deals with 
all phases of camp life. 


A NATURAL RELIGIOUS atmosphere is pro- 
duced in Camp through the short daily chapel after 
breakfast each morning, the evening tent devo- 
tions, voluntary Bible Study, inspirational Camp 
fire talks, and the regular Sunday service in our 
beautiful open air Chapel. Personal interviews and 
the comradeship of Christian leaders help meet 
the needs of the Campers as they become apparent.

Special Features for 1929 


AMONG the several improvements made to the 

camp of special interest are the Canoe House 
and the Workshop. Another feature is the Exten- 
sion Camp to be built on Lae Beesie during the 
“overflow” period of July and August. Kanawana 
proper will be limited to 180 campers as we feel 
this is quite large enough to give the maximum 
service. 


The Tennis Courts are in excellent shape and 
will be largely featured this year. As well as Tour- 
naments there will be instruction for beginners. Be 
sure to bring the family racquet. 


The Museum and Library with the fireplace and 
hardwood floors will be a popuar rendezvous this 
year. Verne Estano of Hobby Show fame will add 
to the collections and direct the work of boys in- 
terested in nature study. He will organize a camp 
“Wantonoit” Club. Bring your butterfly net and 
magnifying glass. 


The Workshop will be a source of never-ending 
activities. Scott Kneeland will be workshop coun- 
sellor and guide boys in making articles for camp 
and home use.

Who may go

A boy 
may go to Kanawana for two or more weeks. 


Cost 


Kamp Kanawana is not a money making proposi- 
tion. We have tried to keep the cost at the lowest 
possible figure. The charges are $8.50 per week, 
payable in advance. This includes all privileges in 
Camp. Rail fare ($2.40 return) is extra.
